A Reuren’s telegram : published here 
on the 27th September stated: “The 
Ameer’s Officer at Khyber is massing 
troops on the frontier in case early opera- 
tiong are necessary.” This announce- 
ment, we observe from the telegrams in 
recently received Indian papers, is not 
quite correct, the troops being massed at 
the Khyber Pass being Britesh and not 
Afghan. ‘The corresponding telegram to 
the one quoted above, appearing in the 
India papers, states: “The Mission has 
been dissolved, and troops are being 
massed upon the frontier for early opera- 
tions in case they are found necessary ; 
but it is not intended to march to Cabul.” 
Another telegram, dated a day earlier, 
asgerts that the British Government bad 
left the Indian Government to pursue its 
own initiative relative to Afghanistan, 
It will be somewhat surprising if. the 
British Government quietly accepts 
the affront offered it’ by the ruler of 
Afghanistan in refusing to. receive a 
friendly British Mission, especially under 
the peculiar circumstances attending the 
despatch of Sir Noville Chamberlain and 
his party, Envoys from the Emperor of 
Russia had been received with consider- 
able pomp, and a grand review and a 
feast had been held in their honour, 
The Indian Government, natura

‘ANEW FIBRE, 


The following paragraph froma Home 
paper respecting the discovery of a new 
fibre in Mauritius possesses some {nterest, 
and inay deserve the attention of our plant. 
ing friends :-— : eek 

“Small quantities of @ new varioty. of 
fibre are received in England from time to 
time, for which a great demand is likely to 
arise if ita production on a sufficiently large 
scale can be relied upon. It is the produce 
of a variety of aloe, said to be peculiar to 
Mauritius, or which, at any rate grows in 
abundance In. that-ialand, ond from tha 
leaves of which long fibrous threads of po- 
ouliar tenacity and pliability are extracted, 
The leaves are simply crushed, and do not 
fauire to undergo the complicated proces. 

fs neceasary for preparing hemp or flax, 
so that the cost of labour is groatly reduced. 
Threads and ropes formed of these fibres 
are said to be superior to any known mae 
terial of 8 similar kind, and a line made 
from. them will excel in toughness an iron 
wire of the samo size, .At the same time, 
the suppleness fa such as to obviate all the 
dicadvantages attending tho nae of stiff 
motat wire. The parcels of the new fibre 
which have reached this country have bedn 
well reported on by competont judge, and 
the principal difiiculty in the way of ita 
extended use ia the limited supply, With 
careful cultivation, it is probable that the 
growth of the aloe might bo encouraged,
